tuo fact that tho name Socrates axistod bo- 
fore the name Jesus, and on the other hand 
hardly any explanation could satlafy us 
thatthe word Christian was not derived 
from the word Ohrlat. Wo nro aware that 
there is a Greck ward CAnsin, “to anoint’ 
and that Christos meaning anclnted ts or. 


Greek word aud to, hava been first applied 
to Jeaus. But the Greek and Sanscrit lun. 
gungen bave/kindred roots and elementa, 
and it remains to ba shown that tho names 
Christua and Christos may not bo lke the 
words Cesar, Ozar and Kaizer, variations 
of the samo word, performing essentially 
like funcilons in the Sanscrit and in the 
Greek language, Slr Willlam Jones fuarth- 
er says (Aalst. Hen. vol. 1, p. 278), “In the 
Banpozit dictlonary complied mora than two 
thousand years ago, we hava the whole his- 
tory of the incarnate delty (Chrishna) born 
of a virgin, and miraculously escaping in 
his infancy from the reigning tyrant af his 
country (Cansa). He passed a life of the 
moat axtraordinary and incomprehensible 
devotion. His birth wns concealed from 
the tyrant Cansa, to whom it had been pre- 
dloted that one born at that time, and In 
that family would deatroy him.” 


In this, it wilt bo. seen that Sir William 
dtd not, like "Selo," rogard Cansa as á demon. 
but only asa tyrant, ko Herod. Lt "Belo" 
were nt all famlilar with Roman Inw or 
Homan history, bo would know that the 
Procuratori or Fro consuls or Governors of 
potty provinces like Judea, were appointed 
from Romo, and that tho} had no power of 
issuing decrees for slaughter oxcept in cases 
of military resistance. Moreover tho pro» 
consol who should order the slaughter of 
all the Infanta in hia province for fear some 
one of thom should twenty yonrs afterward 
secure the same appointment, which ho 
then held, would bays about naa much pow- 
er to enforce auoh n decree na a Viceroy of 
Canada or o Governor of an Amorican 
State. He would bea lunatic to fear such 
a dangor, knowlog that In all probability, 
long before tha twenty yenra bod passed 
some other person must succeed him in any 
event, and atif] more a madman to seek to 
escapa Lhe danger by a wholesale slaughter 
of babes, as tho period noyer oxisted when 
any Roman Praetor, Procurator or Pro con- 
aul, could uaurp any such ruthioss and do. 
moniag exercise of power without being 
promptly romoved nod probably executed. 


Fosepbus, while giving n careful history 


d | of this period, dass not mantion thls alleged 


murderof the chlidren in Bethlehom, which 
it Is absolutely Impossible that he could 
bavé omitted, if It had occurred. Three of 
the evangelists also fall to mention St. 
Horod died at the advanced age of seventy- 
Biz, in the year in which Jesus was born, 
and could hardly haya stood in mach terror 

of baing saperetded nt the cambursome age 
af ninety-six or upwards, by any of the 
children then being born nt Bethlehem. 
Moreover nt twenty. five years of ngo (sce 
Am. Encycl. art. “Herod") this same Herod 
in the course of a rald he had made on tha 
hordes of robbers.who then infested Judea, 
was summoned before the Santedrim charg- 
ed with having put Jowinh citizens to death 
without trial, He was acquitted of the 
charge, but is it probable that ong who at 
twonty-flve had been arraigned and triod 
for putting Jewish citizens to death with- 
out-trial, white subduing robbers, would at 
seventy-six and when near his death, en- 
gago in a Wholesale slaughtor of yearling 
babes, test, forsooth, some babe then to ba 
borno in Bethlehem ahantd suce m? 
Such an act woald be a direct inmiit ty the 
Roman Government, as it would | that 
the Cane whro not isd apough to ap- 
point hin sacca. Bolde Herod bad the 
fame of a soldier reaplendent with victory, 
and was in no more danger from the babes 
of Bethlehem than General Sherman is from 
the babes of Timbuctoo. Finally Renan 
and many other critics agree that Jegus 
was born at Nazareth and not at Bothle- 
hem, an there was no reason whatever why 
his. parents ahould have gone to Bethlehem 
at hla birth. The alleged decree of Augus- 
tus that all the world should be taxed, 
which ia given as the reason why Joseph 
and Mary went to Bethlehem, did not lasue 
according to Renan untl) Jesus was nine 
yeare old, and if Ie bad, he would have been 
taxed st Nazareth, as zone thousand years 
had passed sineo’ his reputed Davidic an. 
cestry had sustained noy relations with 
Bethlehem. 

In nhort, the whole story of the massacre 
of infants, could no more have ocourred Eu 
Judea by command of Herod than in Mas 
sachussetts by com of George II., and 
might as well do told of Benjamin Frank. 
Un as of Jesus: Christ. It is evidentty, 
therefore, borrowed from somewhere. Its 
truth In the strictly oriental ceapotiams of 
India waa atleast conceivable, if not posal- 
dle. It ta zufflelent for us to know that 
it waa Gret told of Chrishns, and was lm 
possible as un incident in the life of Jesus, 
to establish the plagiarism. No sooner do 
wo establish one clear case of plagisrism 
than tho probability of other plagiarisms 
inoreaste a hundred fold.

Menan's “ English Conferences are In- 
ntructive to one who has made no investiga 
tion Into the origins of Christlanity whet- 
ever, and aro highly unsatisfactory to all 
who have discovered what these origins 
really ware. His reacarches never go bo- 
yond Judaism, nor behind the letter of the 
Now Testament, which In the main heseems 
to treat as an original history marred only 
by an occastonal inaccuracy. As for trading 
the various narratives, miracles and ideas 
of the New Testament to more ancient and 
more caatern sources,and illuminingthe rela- 
Hon which Jesulem sustained to Buddhism, 
Mithralzm and Zoroasterlam, Renan ignores 
tho task with as much almplicity na a vHlage 
parson. Nothing that he has yet written 
indicates that he lias even entered on the 
study of the true genesis of Christianity aa a 
growth or evolution from antecodent ideas, 
He simply looks with a Frenchy and akep- 
tical spirit at the New Testament, borrows 
some ald In interpreting It from the Talmud, 


Josephus, ang, the contemporary historians, 


deaies the truth of what he flnds incredible, 
states bie conclusions in the charming man- 
ner ot Hugo or Michelet, and thera atope. 
His picture of Jeaus and Faul are modern 
French pictures, and bear the same relatlon 
to these worthies that the recent celebrated 
French painting of the prodigal son bears 
to the possible. original. In that painting 
the Judean Jadies arp dressed in French 
costumes, none older Than the period of 
Louis the XVI, the wine ia drank: from 
French goblets and the prodigal fs a Parisi- 
un.

“Many ballles take place between thoas poaple and {he 
Arat-Hko tribes, but tne falrer peoplo sre generally tho 
conquerore, When tho elly was lakono the pobplo. fought 
from strect to ant. Tho women and childron went out 
to the olber city. Bomo of the women remsinod and 
fought with ihe men. 

“Romo of the wealthy pooplo bavo very pretty houscs, 
with gardens, flowora and atetucttes. Their housea are c- 
tagonal and Anoly ornamonted at cach corner. Thero ta 
a river noar here and a very fine arohed tridgo across It. 
The bridge fa mado of a sort of granite with brown spots 
in it, and it is about 100 yards long. It looks like s 
bridge I saw once before with a moleorin apectmen. 

u Thero aro somo aquaro houses, but they aro nearly os 
uncommon as round and olgbt aided houses are with us. 
Thero arohigh buildings that aro round sad taperup Iko a 
cono toover a hundred fost, They are used as walth. 
towors and mon often loak ni ihe stars from lhem. The 
farmers Mredy ln very gbod houses, generally made of 
stone; but mot oñon round; ganorally olghtalded, but 
sometimes equate, They had good plows made of iron, 
but rather etnll, because lho snlmnls thet drow thom 
werd not as strong As ours. 

“The peopla came back with help and drove the Arab- 
Uke people out without fighting. They drove them a 
long way off and bullet the elty up agale; other cltles 
gave thom provisions and help, They were not, afraid of 
work and robullt wiih great pill. Te Arav-llko mon 
were better Aghters, but the yellow men were more num - 
erous and had tho best weapons, They often beat by thelr 
euporior lotelligence and strategy. 

“They mado wine, hut could not bo called odrinking 
peoplo, It was a disgrace to drink to oxceaz. Tho bet 
ter olnssea drank vory little, Tho moro Intelligent pto- 
ple saw the harm of It and trled tostop ita use among tho 
inferior peoplo, and dld to x considerable extant Chil- 
dren wero supparied by tho state if tha paronts did not 
support them: 

“Thera aro largo herds of animals here, like goats, hut 

larger and somewhat doer-Ilke. Tho- farmers raise them 
for their ualr and flesh. Thero are ducka or water-fowl 
ora graylah blus. Women sre out of doors here à great 
deal and engage ln many kinds of buglocas. They dress 
much like men, have no shawi or blanket over thom, but 
n cloak that Jn hooked, 
_ “The people take long Walks together in tho eveniogs, 
which aro very long. They often go on a mountain when 
ond will aing and talk and then nuolhor. I think they ase 
fond of open - alr mectlugs. Thofrhair scoms conrso com- 
parod wilh oors and it fs vory black and straight Gon- 
orally both soxes wear long halr, but I often ace both wilh 
abort halr, Thara ara poola where both sexes bathe to- 
gether, but they enter from differant sles. If persona re- 
fuse to bo seen naked, thoy think it la because of some 
Alscaza er deformity, 

“The men are not vary halry, ellher on the body or 
face, Tho women are loss zo chan tha men, and have Baner 
halir aomoof the hair is brown and some yellow. I zee 
some persons with pink eyes and brown air, but thore 
aro vary few," 

Tho yellow race that he describes resombles the Mon- 
golian race of our own planot In many respeola—ia color, 
absence of halr on tho face, blackoces and conrsencss of 
hair and deficiency in fghilng abllliy. In other gcepeals, 


however, they acom to have differdd from them quite 


widely. Tho exlatenco of Indlvlduals with brown and 
yellow hair shows amalgamation wilh somo other race, 
Tho pink eyed persons wero probably albinos, 3 

“They use clectricity to make coples of things and uso 
whet look like copylog Inks. I 200 little oral papore 
with characters on them, that J think musi be newspapers, 
The paper is glossy and of n yellow hue. Tho ink 1a gon- 
erally of a dark brown color, bat some fared. I think 
they have two ways of gclog coples of things, one by ink 
und another by elactriolty, They makeacreral copies at 
once, The lelters on a paper are cut through a plate; this 
is put on a pile of black papers soaked In acme liquid, 
and electricity prints at onee on the whole, I ace one 
placa wheroa largo paper Ii pasted on a wall for every 
body to read, 2 

. “There seem to be very fow custome among lheso people 
that nore bloding. Exonlng Just before sua-dowa la tic 
Umefor courting and pleasure, Tho days. gro so long 
that peopic work for several hours bafore light, until helf 
the morning ie through. After a few hours real Wey 
work again ll an hour or two before sunset, when the 
pleasure Unio begins. People gather In gardena to hear 
othoratalk. They atecp about one-third of the time. The 
night ia long, but they go to bed late and get up carly 
and sleep In tho middle of the day from one to two 
hours. 

“Thero are carriages that run on the common ronda by 
working a bandio up and down, liko s handerr on the 
railroad, but one man propels s carriage with asveral poo 
ple in it. They have others that run by the use of a pow- 
orful spring; but the peoplo liko the-carriages drawn by 
tho deer-ilke animala the best. Soio persona are trying 
to get up an electrical carriage, 

“Tho women wear cloth còpa o s made of halt and 
linen. Tue men Deve ed wrapped around the head and 
that hangs bohind.

arteslan wells, ¢apitially in the lower part of the city.

dens. Grown people and old people romp and play and 
ars full of Ife, and children aro very active, In amoun- 
lain, about a milo from the elty. there are quarries of 
white rock, and acae mom sandstone quarries: in another 
direction thero aro quarries of the browo-speckled gran. 
lia. ' 


“Blocks of iron aro abpportad on strong, wide wheels 


and hauled on smooth roada to iho city. Large oncs aro 
moved by rollers from polatto polot, and strong engines 
moved by spring power pull them alang. In ene place 
there Ie a water-power, and blocks of stone aro pulled 
by a chain. They get them to the city afler awhile.”

Tho following description was given from a fragment of 
meteoric In, now ln the Montreal Geologlenl rooms, 
Spcofmen unknown to the psychomotor. I think the lo · 
cality neon was apart of the samo world, from whioh 
most of the meteoric masses that have Tallen upon our 
globo cem to have come, e 

vI saa a placa whero pooplo are amelting ora into copper.
